Think about Gotthold Ephraim Lessing's treatise on the 
limits of poetry and the plastic arts, Laocodn, and ask 
yourself the following four questions: (1) What are some 
of the understandings of the principles of revision/of 
construction that are utilized by all artists to organize/ 
unify the presentational and representational levels of 
the works of art that they bring into existence that can 
in effect be utilized at many different spatial coor- 
dinates qua coordinates /qua physical geography and by many 
different creators of artworks to bring into existence 
autonomous-aesthetic phenomena only in a single artistic 
medium and no others regardless of when where and by whom 
works of art in all other media are--because particular 
secondary gravitational and electromagnetic forces affect 
particular potential creators at particular times at par- 
ticular spatial coordinates--brought into existence? (2) 
What are some of the understandings of the principles 

of revision/of construction that are utilized by all art- 
ists to organize/unify the presentational and representa- 
tional levels of the works of art that they bring into 
existence that can in effect be utilized at many different 
spatial coordinates qua coordinates/qua physical geography 
and by many different creators of works of art to bring 
into existence works of art in several artistic media 

and that have been utilized by artists working in several 
media who were situated at different spatial coordinates 
at different times and who were therefore affected by 
different secondary gravitational and electromagnetic 
forces? (3) What are some of the understandings of the 
principles of revision/of construction that are utilized 
by all artists to organize/unify the presentational and 
representational levels of the works of art that they 
bring into existence that can not in effect be utilized 
in a given artistic medium to bring into existence works 
of art regardless of where when and by whom autonomous- 
aesthetic phenomena in that medium are--because par- 
ticular secondary gravitational and electromagnetic forces 
affect particular potential creators at particular times 
at particular spatial coordinates--brought into exis- 
tence? (4) What are some of the understandings of the 
principles of revision/of construction that are utilized 
by all artists to organize/unify the presentational and 
representational levels of the works of art that they 
bring into existence that can not in effect be utilized 
to bring into existence autonomous-aesthetic phenomena 

in any artistic medium regardless of where when and by 
whom autonomous-aesthetic phenomena in all artistic media 
are brought into existence by creators of works of art?
